Of  Time  and  Alumni  Apathy 

To  the  Editor: 

I was  interested  in  reading  Mr. 
Fishel’s  editorial  in  the  November  issue 
regarding  alumni  apathy.  The  thing 
which  surprises  me  is  that  anyone 
wonders  about  it  — the  reasons  for 
lack  of  interest  in  alumni  groups  are 
obvious,  from  my  point  of  view. 

When  college  students  cease  being 
students  and  become  alumni,  a part  of 
their  lives  is  over  and  a new  phase 
is  commencing.  With  jobs,  marriage, 
children,  new  goals  are  set  forth 
which  demand  all  the  time  and  effort 
that  can  be  produced  by  the  erst- 
while college  man. 

Of  far  more  pressing  concern  to  me 
than  alumni  activities  are  my  hus- 
band’s business,  my  three  children’s 
care  and  education,  the  maintenance 
of  my  home,  work  in  church  and  com- 
munity organizations  which  have  an 
immediate  and  future  bearing  upon 
my  family’s  welfare,  and,  in  what  time 
I have  left  over,  the  continuance  of 
my  own  education  through  books  and 
self-study  so  that  I do  not  stagnate  in 
the  daily  round  of  housekeeping  and 
child  care. 

I would  give  up  none  of  these  ac- 
tivities in  favor  of  alumni  club  work, 
because  I owe  my  first  allegiance  to 
my  family  and  the  community  in 
which  my  family  must  grow  up  and 
thrive. 

It  is  too  bad,  but  there  are  and 
always  will  be  only  twenty-four  hours 
in  a day,  and  one  must  choose  care- 
fully how  those  hours  are  to  be  spent 
most  profitably. 

I am,  in  company  with  innumerable 
others,  an  apathetic  alumnus,  and  I 
frankly  can’t  see  that  there  is  a thing 
which  can  be  done  about  it  as  long  as 
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my  children  are  young  and  my  time 
so  limited. 

It  is  not  that  I am  "tired  of  educa- 
tion." Far  from  it.  I am  so  over- 
whelmingly concerned  with  education, 
an  endless,  daily  application  of  educa- 
tion, that  alumni  affairs  seem  picayune 
in  comparison.  And  I am  sure  my 
husband  is  not  so  much  interested  in 
"supporting  a particular  institution  of 
higher  learning”  as  in  providing  the 
wherewithal  to  support  the  kids  in 
said  institution  when  the  time  comes! 

P.S.  — Upon  reading  this  letter  and 
noticing  that  it  is  a trifle  disjointed 
in  spots,  I wish  to  add  that  in  the 
course  of  writing  it  I was  interrupted 
to  ( 1 ) rouse  my  two  youngest  from 
naps,  (2)  play  a game  of  chess  with 
my  six-year-old  son,  using  all  the 
pieces  except  Knights  and  Pawns,  (3) 
give  a piano  lesson  to  a neighbor 
child,  (4)  help  mv  six-year-old  wrap 
Christmas  gifts,  (5)  help  my  three- 
year-old  build  a log  cabin,  (6)  chase 
mv  baby  daughter  at  numerous  inter- 
vals, and  finally,  (7)  take  the  whole 
crew  uptown  to  go  to  the  library  and 
to  see  Santa  Claus. 

See  what  I mean?

WE  THINK  that  Oberlin  needs 
money,  don't  you?  Well,  we’re 
really  not  surprised  at  your  reaction; 
we  had  to  be  convinced,  too.  Now  we 
are  not  suggesting  that  you  redraw 
your  will  in  Oberlin’s  favor  immedi- 
ately (Shades  of  Hades,  take  your 
time! ) Nor  — horrors!  — do  we  ex- 
pect you  to  send  us  a signed  blank 
check,  or  — mercy,  no! — your  con- 
trolling interest  in  that  new  blue  chip, 
Horizons,  Ltd.  Neither  lose  sleep  nor 
go  hungry,  but  do  lend  an  eye  or  two 
to  what  follows. 

For  years  the  gift  of  Charles  Mar- 
tin Hall  has  permitted  Oberlin  to 
carry  a faculty  of  merit,  to  grant  schol- 
arships and  to  buoy  up  its  educational 
reputation  by  current  expenditures  in 
areas  of  academic  need.  But  under 
the  terms  of  the  Hall  bequest,  there 
are  things  which  aluminum  cannot  do. 
Yes,  there  are  things  which  aluminum 
cannot  do.  The  income  from  Hall’s 
gift  cannot  be  used  for  capital  expen- 
ditures of  any  sort.  The  income  from 
Hall’s  gift  cannot  expand  itself  in 
proportion  to  the  demands  made  up- 
on it  by  the  increasing  cost  of  educa- 
tion. The  income  from  Hall's  gift 


cannot  make  up  deficits  in  the  College 
budget,  deficits  which  have  in  effect 
been  removed  by  gifts  to  Oberlin  from 
alumni  and  friends. 

Yes,  that’s  correct.  Alumni  and 
other  gifts  to  Oberlin  for  current  use 
have  kept  us  out  of  the  red.  Take 
the  fiscal  year  ending  in  1955,  for  ex- 
ample. Gifts  to  Oberlin  for  current 
use,  including  alumni  gifts,  amounted 
to  slightly  over  $150,000.  The  Alum- 
ni Fund  itself  provided  40  per  cent  of 
this  amount.  Without  such  generos- 
ity, Oberlin  would  have  operated  at  a 
nasty  deficit  that  year. 

Balancing  the  books  is  important 
but  the  stress  here  is  that  Oberlin 
needs  gifts  for  current  use.  Oberlin 
needs  gifts  regularly,  annually,  and  — • 
most  significantly  — Oberlin  depends 
upon  alumni  giving  to  provide  the  es- 
sential extras  in  higher  education:  the 
ten  or  twenty  more  scholarships,  the 
salary  boost  for  selected  faculty  mem- 
bers, the  few  more  books  for  the  li- 
brary or  sheet  music  for  the  Conser- 
vatory, the  emergency  equipment  for 
a science  department.  The  College 
counts  on  current  gifts.  The  Alumni 
Fund  is  not  an  unnecessary  evil;  it  is 
indispensable. 

Now  how  did  "We  Think”  skitter 
on  to  the  subject  of  the  Alumni  Fund? 
To  be  perfectly  honest,  we  wanted  to

The  Key 


to  Phi  Beta  Kappa 


IllpipP  Following  is  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  address,  given 
on  May  26,  at  the  annual  dinner  in  honor  of  the 
newly  elected  members. 

T IS  the  peculiar  destiny  of  those  who  make 
pbilosopbia  their  helmsman  that  they  cannot 
keep  from  raising  questions.  And  over  the 
years  in  which  I have  been  an  appreciative 
guest  at  this  festival  of  intellect,  I have  ob- 
served from  time  to  time  the  recurrent  symp- 
toms of  a question.  What  is  the  point  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa? 

I should  be  very  rash  if  I assumed  that  in 
this  assembly  of  scholars  there  would  be  a single  answer 
to  this  question  — or,  indeed,  to  any  question.  For  it  is 
also  characteristic  of  those  who  are  steered  by  philosophia 
that  they  are  always  disagreeing  with  one  another.  If  they 
agree  on  a fact,  they  disagree  on  its  significance;  if  they 
agree  on  a principle,  they  disagree  on  the  way  it  should 
be  stated;  if  they  agree  on  a goal,  they  disagree  on  meth- 
ods. In  an  academic  community,  the  love  of  wisdom  seems 
scarcely  distinguishable  from  the  love  of  argument.  An 
academic  community  is  in  a perpetual  condition  of  war, 
like  a Hobbesian  state  of  nature;  but  it  is  the  very  anti- 
podes of  the  state  of  nature,  for  all  its  wars  are  holy  wars. 

I shall,  then  attempt  nothing  more  than  my  own  answer. 

It  seems  clear  that  the  essence  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  in 
its  local  chapters.  There  is,  I understand,  a central  organi- 
zation which  performs  various  useful  functions  and  from 
time  to  time  appeals  for  funds.  But  few  members  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  ever  have  any  dealings  with  the  central  office, 
and  its  functions  are  not  very  different  from  those  of 
many  other  worthy  institutions,  except  as  it  fosters  and  as- 
sists the  local  chapters.  But  a local  chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  is  a very  strange  sort  of  institution.  It  administers 
no  property.  It  lobbies  for  no  policies.  It  holds  almost 
no  meetings.  For  most  of  the  year,  it  retreats  into  a pro- 
found dormancy;  its  only  sign  of  continuing  existence  is 
the  occasional  glitter  of  a golden  key,  a key  which,  signifi- 
cantly, unlocks  no  doors  and  winds  no  mainsprings. 

I would  not  wish  to  call  Phi  Beta  Kappa  a butterfly;  the 
comparison  is  undignified.  But  in  one  respect  it  is  very 
like  a butterfly:  it  exists,  apparently,  only  to  perpetuate 
itself.  From  tbe  shy  chrysalis  in  which  it  has  lain  hidden 
through  the  long  winter  months,  it  emerges  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  for  its  brief  moment  of  intense  and  glorious 
life,  devoted  exclusively  to  the  business  of  reproduction. 
I must  drop  the  metaphor  here,  for  the  method  of  repro- 
duction is  significant.  In  prosaic  language:  the  chapter 
holds  a business  meeting  to  elect  new  members  on  the 
basis  of  academic  grades  and  to  debate,  solemnly  but  in-

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conclusively,  whether  its  electoral  procedures  might  be  in 
any  respect  improved;  it  announces  the  names  of  those  it 
has  elected;  it  holds  a banquet  at  which  the  chosen  initiates 
are  gravely  welcomed  into  the  goodly  fellowship;  and  then 
it  disappears,  leaving  no  visible  trace  except  a little  sprin- 
kling of  bright  new  keys,  a little  cluster  of  bright  new 
names  in  the  newspapers  and  on  the  Commencement  pro- 
gram. 

It  is  all  very  strange.  No  wonder  the  new  members  reel 
some  bewilderment,  particularly  about  their  own  role  in 
this  fantastic  institution.  They  are  always  very  polite,  but 
their  questioning  is  betrayed,  I think,  in  a sort  of  squirm- 
ing ambivalence  between  a quite  legitimate  pride  and  an 
equally  defensible  embarrassment,  combined  with  just  the 
faintest  suggestion  that  there  is  something  artificial,  per- 
haps even  a little  invidious,  not  to  say  phony,  about  the 
whole  business.  It  is,  perhaps,  pleasant  to  be  honored,  but 
- — why? 

I SUGGEST  that  the  problem  can  be  solved  by  a shift 
from  our  usual  perspectives.  Let  us  make  it  clear  that 
election  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  not  a reward  for  scholarly 
attainment.  We  cannot  presume  to  reward  scholarship. 
None  of  you,  none  of  us,  would  be  here  if  we  had  not  dis- 
covered long  ago  that  scholarship  is  its  own  reward,  a re- 
ward far  more  deeply  and  permanently  satisfying  than  the 
moment  of  recognition  and  the  glitter  of  the  key.  And 
scholarship  itself  leads  to  other  rewards,  to  opportunities 
of  influence  and  usefulness  and  some  more  hard  work. 
Moreover,  the  intrinsic  satisfactions  of  scholarship  and  the 
rewards  that  are  its  natural  consequences  are  certainly  no 
monopoly  of  the  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Reward  is 
not  the  point.  What  then? 

THE  POINT  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  I suggest,  is  that  it  is 
completely  ceremonial.  It  is  artificial  in  the  sense  that 
a flag  salute  is  artificial,  or  an  Indian  dance,  or  any  delib- 
erate ritual  that  attempts  to  make  a symbolic  affirmation 
of  a value  transcending  the  participants.  I am  thinking 
not  only  of  the  obviously  liturgic  details  — the  common 
meal,  the  handclasp,  the  key  — but  of  the  whole  existence 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  whose  center  is  the  election  of  new 
members  and  their  acceptance  of  membership.  That 
antiphonal  rite  is  not  to  be  understood  in  practical  terms. 
It  is  a gesture.  It  is  the  formal  affirmation  of  a creed. 

The  essentially  ritualistic  character  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is 
somewhat  obscured  by  its  lack  of  the  more  obvious  trap- 
pings of  ceremony.  Phi  Beta  Kappa  behaves  in  a very 
sober  fashion.  It  does  not  dance  or  chant;  it  wears  no 
masks  or  feathers.  Its  only  incense  is  a delicate  aroma  of 
mothballs,  arising  from  the  slightly  ill-fitting  tuxedos  that 
are  its  only  ceremonial  vestments. 

This  sobriety  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  which  gives  a mis- 
leading impression  that  it  is  a practical  sort  of  institution 
instead  of  the  wildly  poetic  one  it  actually  is,  arises,  I sup- 
pose, from  the  fact  that  it  is  transmitted  through  profes- 
sors. Professors  are  as  a class  a particularly  sober,  prosaic, 
and  practical  sort  of  people.  They  have  a high  rating  with 
credit  bureaus  and  automobile  insurance  companies.  They 
do  not,  typically,  indulge  in  crime.  Their  holy  wars,  how- 
ever vehement,  inflict  no  other  social  casualties  than  a 
general  round  of  insomnia.  Aside  from  their  professional 
duties,  their  chief  activity  is  the  patient  renovation  of  some 
of  the  crummier  specimens  of  American  real  estate.  Their 
chief  reading-matter  is  the  blue-books  and  term-papers  of 
their  students:  literature  which,  however  meritorious,  is 
scarcely  the  food  to  nourish  a venturesome  or  glamorous 
imagination. 

And  yet,  I suppose,  a need  for  ritual  lurks  in  every  hu- 
man breast.  Those  who  intensely  share  a deep  conviction 
must  on  occasion  feel  a need  to  have  asserted,  in  some  em- 


phatic and  unmistakable  way,  the  premises  on  which  their 
lives  are  based.  This  impulse  sometimes  issues  in  creeds 
and  manifestos;  but  no  two  lovers  of  wisdom  will  ever 
quite  agree  on  the  words  in  which  a creed  should  be  de- 
fined. Creeds  and  manifestos,  if  taken  literally,  tend  to 
divide  men  instead  of  uniting  them.  Besides,  they  have 
no  publicity  value,  since  they  are  nearly  always  very  boring. 
What  is  needed  is  a dramatic  ritual,  a gesture,  to  remind 
ourselves,  and  to  serve  notice  on  the  world,  of  the  values 
we  affirm. 

THE  BUTTERFLY-LIFE  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  becomes 
quite  intelligible  if  it  is  seen  as  such  a gesture,  whose 
complete  purpose  is  the  recurrent  glorification,  not  of  par- 
ticular persons,  but  of  pbilosopbia.  Through  giving  hon- 
or, every  spring,  to  carefully  selected  specimens  who  typify 
the  values  we  cherish,  we  perennially  assert  that  quick  in- 
telligence, accurate  knowledge,  precise  and  logical  thought, 
and  the  disciplined  pursuit  of  wisdom  are  honorable 
things.  And  we  call  upon  the  initiates,  in  accepting  honor 
for  themselves,  to  join  us  in  declaring  that  these  things  are 
honorable,  these  things  are  good. 

In  this  solemn  ceremony,  the  initiates  do  indeed  play 
the  central  role,  but  that  role  is  a ceremonial  one.  They 
may  look  like  normal  Oberlin  undergraduates,  but  this  eve- 
ning they  are  something  more.  Like  victims  coming  to  the 
sacrifice,  they  have  been  feasted  and  adorned  with  figura- 
tive garlands,  but  they  are  not  sacrificial  victims  — at  least, 
I trust  not.  They  are,  in  fact,  like  the  sacred  cats  and 
crocodiles  of  ancient  Egypt,  the  current  incarnations  of  a 
deity.  They  are  the  best  available  symbols  of  what  pbilo- 
sopbia means. 

SYMBOLS,  of  course,  should  be  appropriate  to  what  they 
symbolize;  thus  the  choice  of  initiates  is  based  on  the 
best  index  we  have  to  the  location  of  the  qualities  we  hon- 
or: the  recorded  judgments  of  those  who,  in  various  fields 
of  knowledge,  are  more  proficient.  Nobody  claims  that 
this  index  is  infallible;  it  is,  like  all  human  measurements, 
an  approximation;  but  it  is  good  enough.  Of  course  there 
are  other  sheep,  not  of  this  fold;  no  visible  church  has  ever 
yet  exactly  coincided  with  the  communion  of  saints. 

The  symbolism  of  the  ritual  gesture  should  not  be 
blurred  by  the  inclusion  of  extraneous  elements;  thus  I 
think  that  the  Oberlin  chapter  is  wise  in  basing  election  to 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  on  the  index  of  scholarship  alone,  with- 
out confusing  the  point  with  estimates  of  "character"  or 
"leadership,"  regardless  of  that  third  star  on  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  key.  "Morality”  is  all  very  well  in  its  place,  but  it 
is  somewhat  irrelevant  here  unless  one  says,  as  I should 
like  to  say,  that  true  morality  requires  the  love  of  wisdom. 

IS  THERE  an  unresolved  inconsistency  in  our  acceptance 
of  scholarship  as  evidence  of  the  love  of  wisdom?  I 
think  not;  I suggest  rather  that  this  is  the  very  heart  of 
the  affirmation  that  Phi  Beta  Kappa  symbolically  makes. 
Everybody  loves  wisdom  — if  he  can  get  it  cheap.  What 
we  are  saying  is  that  wisdom  is  not  cheap.  It  is  not  a 
matter  of  amiable  intentions  or  random  intuitions.  It  is 
not  an  attribute  of  mere  opinions;  it  implies  the  disci- 
plined and  strenuous  and  communicable  process  by  which 
thought,  as  distinguished  from  opinion,  occurs.  That  proc- 
ess varies  with  each  field  of  thought;  but,  in  whatever 
field,  it  demands  capacity,  it  demands  knowledge,  and  it 
demands  techniques.  It  demands,  in  short,  the  ingredients 
which,  in  an  academic  context,  we  call  scholarship. 

THIS  RELATION  between  wisdom  and  scholarship  is 
worth  emphasizing  because  it  is  so  often  obscured.

UNDER  THE  ELMS  the  physical 
appearance  of  Oberlin  has  been 
changing.  Over  most  of  the  past  dec- 
ade the  changes  have  been  gradual. 
But  recently  the  pace  has  been  ac- 
celerated, and  alumni  who  have  not 
visited  the  campus  within  the  last  two 
years  could  be  pardoned  if  they  gazed 
with  amazement  at  the  New  Look 
that  has  come  over  the  Oberlin  cam- 
pus. 

Most  revolutionary  is  the  change 
that  has  come  with  the  construction 
of  the  New  Oberlin  Inn  Motel  on 
the  corner  of  Main  and  East  College 
Streets.  The  modern,  low,  two  story' 
brick  structure  facing  Main  Street  be- 
hind a wide  expanse  of  lawn,  together 
with  the  row  of  modern  stores  front- 
ing East  College  Street  and  opening, 
also,  on  the  parking  area  behind  the 
Inn,  gives  an  entirely  new  appearance 
to  the  center  of  town. 

Two  new  dormitories,  Barrows,  the 
new  men's  dormitory  on  Woodland 
Avenue,  and  Dascomb,  the  new  wom- 
en's dormitory  and  dining  hall  on 
West  College  Street,  have  led  to  a 
number  of  changes  that  have  brought 
a New  Look  to  what  is  being  called 
the  "inner  campus.”  This  "inner 
campus”  is  die  area  in  front  of  Wilder 
Hall  (formerly  the  Men's  Building) 
and  extending  soudrward  in  an  un- 
broken area  of  lawn,  now  that  the  old 
heating  plant  has  been  removed,  to 
Dascomb  on  West  College  Street.  It 
is  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Men's 
Gymnasium,  the  Conservatory,  Peters 
Hall,  the  Administration  Building,  and 
Finney  Chapel;  and,  if  one  of  the 
suggested  locations  be  approved,  will 
be  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  new 
King  Building.* 

A wide  concrete  walk  leads  from 
this  inner  campus  straight  as  a die  to 
Burton  Hall,  at  the  extreme  north 
end  of  the  Men’s  Campus.  This  newly 
constructed  walk  connects  Burton, 
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Noah,  and  Barrows  with  the  new  cafe- 
teria behind  Dascomb,  where  most  of 
the  student  body  now  eat  breakfast. 

Other  walks,  recently  laid,  connect 
Dascomb  with  Peters  Hall  and  Wilder 
Hall  with  a new  hard-surface  parking 
area  behind  the  Service  Building  on 
West  Lorain  Street.  A new,  wide 
walk  runs  from  Professor  Street,  be- 
tween Finney  Chapel  and  the  Admin- 
stration  Building,  to  ithe  front  of 
Wilder  Hall,  which  houses  the  snack 
Bar  and  the  student  recreational  fa- 
cilities. 

The  area  between  Finney  Chapel 
and  Wilder  Hall  has  been  revamped. 
Parking  has  been  eliminated  except 
for  one  row  of  stalls  along  the  walk, 
and  a new  parking  lot  has  been  con- 
structed in  the  lot  on  the  corner  of 
West  Lorain  Street  and  Woodland 
Avenue. 

The  College 

Dr.  James  William  Wickenden,  ’28, 
Headmaster  of  Tabor  Academy,  was 
elected  trustee  of  the  College  by  the 
alumni  for  a six-year  term  beginning 
January  1,  1957.  He  served  on  the 
Alumni  Board  from  1951-55. 

Appointed  Headmaster  of  Tabor 
Academy  in  1942,  Dr.  Wickenden 
was,  before  that,  Dean  of  Day  Stu- 


dents and  Head  of  the  Biology  De- 
partment at  Deerfield  Academy,  where 
he  began  his  teaching  career  after  re- 
ceiving a Master’s  Degree  in  zoology 
at  Oberlin  in  1930.  Tufts  awarded 
him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Education  in  1955.  He  is  a former 
president  of  the  New  England  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  (1954-55),  and  was,  before 
that,  chairman  of  the  Independent 
Secondary  School  Division  of  the 
Association.  He  is  a trustee  of  the 
Swain  School  of  Design  in  New  Bed- 
ford. Active  in  the  English-Exchange 
program,  he  was  a member  of  the  Se- 
lection Committee  for  five  years. 

As  an  undergraduate  Dr.  Wicken- 
den was  president  of  the  student  body 
and  played  on  the  varsity  football  team 
for  three  years.  A member  of  the 
glee  dub,  he  has  always  been  in- 
tensely interested  in  music,  which  re- 
mains his  principal  hobby  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  At  Tabor  he  conducts  a 
chorus  of  80  voices. 

His  wife  is  the  former  Nancy  Mel- 
lor,  a graduate  of  Wellesley,  Class  of 
’36.  They  have  four  children:  James, 
Jr.,  aged  16;  Jeanne,  aged  14;  Barbara, 
aged  10;  and  Meredith,  aged  5. 

Edward  B.  Wilber,  ’20,  vice-presi- 
dent snd  treasurer  of  the  Aluminum 
Company  of  America,  was  elected  a 
trustee  of  the  College  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  the  semiannual  meeting 
in  June.  He  is  die  son  of  George 
A.  Wilber,  a Presbyterian  minister, 
who  graduated  from  Oberlin  in  1890. 

Mr.  Wilber  joined  Alcoa  as  a sales 
representative  immediately  after  grad- 
uating from  the  College.  Successively 
resident  manager  of  the  Alcoa  office 
at  Dallas,  Texas,  district  manager  of 
the  Washington,  D.  C.,  office  and  the 
New  York  office,  he  was  made  presi- 
dent, in  1951,  of  American  Lumber 
and  Treating  Company  of  Chicago,  an 
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Alcoa  affiliate.  After  that  company 
was  sold  by  Alcoa,  he  was  appointed 
manager  of  pig  and  ingot  sales  for 
Alcoa  at  Pittsburgh.  On  April  21, 
1955,  he  was  elected  treasurer  of  the 
Aluminum  Company  of  America,  and 
in  April,  1956,  vice-president. 

From  July,  1945,  to  February,  1946, 
he  headed  die  aluminum  and  mag- 
nesium section  of  die  United  States 
Group  Civilian  Control  Council  for 
Germany,  widi  headquarters  in  Frank- 
fort am  Main  and  Berlin. 

An  interest  in  horticulture  led  him 
to  experiment  with  soil  treatments 
while  he  was  living  in  Dublin,  New 
Hampshire,  and  managing  the  New 
York  office.  The  results  led  to  his 
election  as  an  associate  member  of  the 
Garden  Club  of  America.  "I  really 
got  a kick  out  of  that  one,”  writes 
Mr.  Wilber. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Edith 
Lizette  Hunton  of  Sackville,  New 
Brunswick,  Canada.  Their  residence 
is  at  5100  Fifth  Avenue,  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania.

ANEW  scholarship  fund  of  nearly 
a quarter -million  dollars  was 
announced  by  President  William  E. 
Stevenson  late  in  November.  The 
money  comes  from  a bequest  of  Mrs. 
Max  F.  Millikan,  widow  of  Max 
Franklin  Millikan,  ’94,  a practicing 
lawyer  who  died  in  1940.  A check 
for  $117,794  has  already  been  turned 
over  to  the  College  by  the  executor  of 
the  will,  who  indicates  that  an  addi- 
tional $100,000  will  be  forthcoming 
upon  final  settlement  of  the  estate. 

President  Stevenson  calls  the  Max 
Franklin  Millikan  Memorial  Scholar- 
ship Fund  the  "first  giant  step”  toward 


the  goal  of  $3,500,000  in  new  en- 
dowment funds  for  scholarships  listed 
m Oberlin’s  ten-year,  ten-million-dollar 
Development  Program. 

Max  F.  Millikan  was  one  of  six 
children,  ail  Oberlin  graduates,  of 
Silas  F.  Millikan,  '55,  and  Mary  Jane 
Andrews  Millikan,  '57.  The  others 
were  Mabel  (Mrs.  Robert  E.  Brown ) , 
01;  Marjorie  (Mrs.  G.  M.  Johnson), 
’98;  Grace  (Mrs.  J.  H.  Behr),  ’95; 
Allen  F.  Millikan,  ’90;  and  Robert  A. 
Millikan,  ’91,  Nobel  Prize  winner  in 
physics  and  trustee  of  the  College  for 
twenty-diree  years.  Six  grandchildren 
and  three  great-grandchildren  of  Silas 
Millikan  have  also  graduated  from  the 
College. 

The  College  was  also  made  the  re- 
cipient of  another  large  grant,  $268,- 
750,  from  the  Danforth  Foundation  of 
St.  Louis  to  endow  a new  professor- 
ship of  religion  to  be  called  the  Dan- 
forth  Chair  of  Religion.  Professor 
Clyde  Holbrook,  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment of  religion,  has  been  named 
the  first  Danforth  Professor  of  Reli- 
gion under  this  grant. 

Dr.  Holbrook,  who  came  to  Oberlin 
in  1951,  is  a graduate  of  Bates,  and 
holds  a B.D.  degree  from  Coigate- 
Rochester  Divinity  School  and  a Ph.D. 
degree  from  Yale  University.  He  was 
on  leave  of  absence  during  the  second 
semester  of  last  year,  studying  in 
Scodand  and  Switzerland  and  traveling 
in  Europe  under  a grant  from  the 
Danforth  Foundation. 

SOME  ninety  members  of  the  Wom- 
en’s Physical  Education  Section 
of  the  Ohio  College  Association  met 
in  Oberlin  November  15-17,  with 
Professor  Helen  Domonkos  in  charge 
of  local  arrangements.  Visiting  ce- 
lebrities included  Mrs.  Beaulah  Gund- 
ling,  aquatic  artist,  who  gave  exhibi- 
tions at  the  Olympic  Games  at  Hel- 
sinki, and  Miss  Margaret  H’Doubler, 
a pioneer  in  modern  dance  education, 
who  gave  a demonstration  lesson  open 
to  the  Modern  Dance  Club  of  the 
College  and  the  public  at  large. 

The  Alumni  Board 

On  November  8-9  the  Alumni 
Board,  which  is,  in  effect,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
met  in  Oberlin  for  its  semi-annual 
meeting.  Membership  of  the  Board 
includes  fifteen  alumni,  elected  from 
five  decades  of  alumni  classes;  the  six 
alumni-elected  Trustees  of  the  College; 
the  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the 
Class  and  Club  Presidents’  Council; 
the  Alumni  Fund  Chairman;  the  Stu- 
dent Council  President;  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association; 
and  the  Editor  of  the  Alumni  Maga- 
zine.

Twenty-four  members  of  the  Board 
were  present,  coming  from  as  far 
away  as  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Butte, 
Montana,  and  Winter  Park,  Florida. 
Philip  P.  Gott,  ’15,  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  presided  at  all 
three  sessions. 

The  meetings  began  with  informal 
and  informative  discussions  with 
President  William  E.  Stevenson,  Dean 
Blair  Stewart,  and  Conservatory  Di- 
rector David  Robertson  concerning 
the  present  ‘thinking  about  the  future 
of  Oberlin.  This  provided  an  effec- 
tive background  for  the  business  ses- 
sions of  the  Board. 

Following  the  practice  of  the  Col- 
lege Trustees,  the  Board  encouraged 
its  committees  to  meet  on  Thursday 
evening  in  order  to  give  committee 
members  the  opportunity  for  personal 
discussion,  the  follow  up  of  exchanges 
by  mail,  to  speed  and  sharpen  the 
preparation  of  the  final  report.  Three 
committees  took  advantage  of  this 
opportunity. 

Business  meetings  were  held  on 
Friday,  November  9.  The  Board  heard 
reports  on  Homecoming  and  the  Class 
and  Club  Presidents’  Council  meet- 
ings, and  authorized  plans  for  1957. 
Charles  H.  Adams  II,  ’21,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Chairman  of  the  1957  Alumni 
Fund,  discussed  the  program  which 
his  committee  has  developed.  This 
includes  a group  of  meetings  in  eight 
major  cities  to  extend  a personalized 
solicitation  program  to  a special  donor 
list.  Mr.  Adams  pointed  out  that  the 
successful  fund  raising  campaigns  in 
educational  institutions  and  elsewhere, 
have  for  a long  rime  relied  upon  this 
procedure. 

The  objective  for  1957  will  not  be 
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restricted  to  any  special  purpose.  The 
Alumni  Fund  will  raise  money  for 
Oberlin  College,  to  be  expended  in 
the  current  year.  Mr.  Adams  ex- 
plained that  this  will  enable  people 
to  give  to  Oberlin  through  the  Fund 
and  support  one  or  a number  of  proj- 
ects. Fund  money,  for  example,  will 
be  allocated  to  scholarship  students, 
faculty  salaries,  book  and  sheet  music 
purchases  for  the  College  and  Con- 
servatory libraries,  and  laboratory 
equipment.  The  Board  resolved  to 
demonstrate  their  confidence  in  the 
Alumni  Fund  Committee  by  giving 
their  fullest  individual  and  joint  sup- 
port. 

Ellsworth  E.  McSweeney,  ’34,  Chair- 
man of  the  Adult  Education  Commit- 
tee, reported  that  his  committee  had 
assisted  in  setting  up  two  programs  of 
adult  education  as  part  of  the  Home- 
coming Weekend,  and  was  working 
on  a more  extensive  project  for  Com- 
mencement Week.  In  addition,  the 
committee  is  developing  a plan  for 
adult  education  to  be  offered  through 
the  alumni  clubs. 

The  problem  of  increasing  alumni 
club  activity  and  membership  was  an- 
other matter  discussed  at  some  length 
by  the  Board.  A subcommittee  of  the 
Committee  on  Local  Clubs  is  presently 
studying  the  problem  of  attracting  re- 
cent graduates  to  local  alumni  groups. 
The  Board  also  received  draft  copies 
of  a club  manual  which  will  be  printed 
early  in  1957  and  distributed  to  club 
officers. 

In  addition,  the  Board  approved  a 
program  for  the  Alumni  Magazine 
which  will,  we  feel  sure,  have  stimulat- 
ing and  revolutionary  effects.  We’d 
like  nothing  better  than  to  tell  you 
about  it  now  — but  it  remains,  at  the 
moment,  a deep,  dark  secret.  An  an- 
nouncement will  be  made  next  spring. 

Before  adjournment  the  Board 
heard  reports  from  committees  in 
progress  and  established  new  commit- 
tees on  procedure  and  organization.

Visiting  Speakers 

A wide  variety  of  speakers  with 
national  and  international  reputation 
have  been  brought  to  the  campus  in 
recent  weeks  for  assembly  talks  and 
special  lectures.  Katherine  Anne  Por- 
ter, one  of  the  foremost  American 
writers  of  prose  fiction,  spent  two 
days  on  the  campus  late  in  October. 
A Southern  lady  with  an  engaging 
manner,  she  read  from  her  published 
stories  at  an  evening  assembly  and 
talked  informally  with  students  inter- 
ested in  writing  fiction  at  Hall  Audi- 
torium the  following  afternoon.  Dr. 
Walter  Starkie,  noted  British  author 
and  lecturer,  also  spent  two  days  on 
the  campus,  November  8-9.  Dr.  Star- 
kie, who  was  for  fifteen  years  director 


of  the  British  Institute  in  Madrid  and 
a former  director  of  the  famous  Abbey 
Theater  in  Dublin  when  he  was  a pro- 
fessor in  Spanish  and  Italian  languages 
at  Dublin  University,  gave  an  assem- 
bly address  on  "Gypsy  Life,  History 
and  Music.”  He  also  spoke  on  Don 
Quixote  and  his  association  with  Yates 
in  the  Abbey  Theater  to  student 
groups.  Dr.  Ira  S.  Bowen,  ’19,  Di- 
rector of  the  Mt.  Wilson  and  Palomar 
Observatories,  gave  an  illustrated  lec- 
ture on  "A  New  Look  at  the  Universe” 
at  an  evening  assembly.  Other  speak- 
ers during  November  included  Pro- 
fessor Henry  S.  Robinson  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oklahoma,  who  gave  an 
illustrated  lecture  on  "Ancient  Athens 
in  the  Light  of  Recent  Excavations”;

Dr 
Llolmes’s  painting  "La  Jolla  Shore 
was  awarded  third  place. 

Jack  D.  Clay,  instructor  in  English 
and  director  of  the  Oberlin  Dramatic 
Association,  gave  a lecture-demon- 
stration on  "Basic  Comedy  Techniques 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Community  Theater  Association  of 
Michigan  at  the  Civic  Auditorium  in 
Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  on  November 
17.  Three  Oberlin  students,  Hilary 
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Smith,  Burton  Adlerblum,  and  Richard 
Rice,  participated  in  the  demonstra- 
tion, performing  the  Prologue  to  Ber- 
nard Shaw's  Androcles  and  the  Lion. 

Student  Life 

The  big  event  for  November  was 
the  Women’s  Career  Conference,  No- 
vember 28-30,  which  brought  more 
than  fifty  consultants  to  the  campus 
for  a series  of  meetings,  conferences, 
and  panel  discussions.

Student  produced  and  di- 
rected, the  performance  again  showed 
the  skill  with  which  the  Players  are 
able  to  capture  the  spirit  and  humor 
of  this  musical  fantasy.  Philip  Spur- 
geon, '58,  directed  the  chorus,  Robert 
Kreis,  ’58,  the  orchestra,  with  the 
over-all  direction  of  Donald  Holz- 
man,  ’57,  and  designer  Hal  Lemmer- 
man,  ’57.  Carol  Mobley,  ’58,  as  Iolan- 
the,  Nat  Kahn,  ’58,  as  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, Dale  Huffington,  ’57,  as  Streph- 
on  and  Lynn  Aiston,  ’59,  as  Phyllis 
carried  the  principal  roles  in  the 
operetta.  The  Players  are  looking 
forward  to  another  season  on  Cape 
Cod  in  July  and  August,  with  Jim 
Ellis,  ’57,  chairman  of  the  Production 
Board,  under  the  guidance  of  Professor 
W.  Hayden  Boyers. 

The  mushrooming  of  motorcycles, 
motor  scooters,  and  motorbikes  on 


campus  has  finally  resulted  in  the  in- 
evitable: new  ordinances  in  City  and 
College  for  the  licensing  and  opera- 
tion of  these  vehicles.  A notice  from 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men,  an- 
nouncing the  new  regulations,  called 
attention  to  a number  of  personal  in- 
juries, property  damages,  and  annoy- 
ances to  students  and  townspeople 
alike  which  has  led  the  City  of  Ober- 
lin to  revise  its  present  ordinances. 

Under  the  new  ruling,  all  owners  of 
motor  vehicles  must  register  their 
ownership  with  the  Dean’s  office,  and 
all  operators  must  be  licensed  to  drive 
their  particular  vehicle.  State  license 
tags  must  be  worn,  and  all  speed  and 
traffic  laws  must  be  obeyed.  Opera- 
tion of  motor  vehicles  must  be  con- 
fined to  streets  and  drives;  they  must 
not  be  driven  on  sidewalks  or  campus 
paths. 

Sports 

The  winter  sports  program  is  get- 
ting underway,  with  basketball,  swim- 
ming, and  fencing  teams  moving  into 
action.  The  wresding  team  opens 
with  Bowling  Green  on  December  15. 
In  a preview  of  the  athletic  outlook 
our  sports  editor,  William  I.  Judson, 
writes  as  follows: 

Youth  is  the  keynote  of  this  sea- 
son’s basketball  team;  three  freshmen 
have  appeared  on  Coach  Bob  Clark’s 
starting  five  in  the  early  games.  Ron 
Tacobs  from  Hamilton,  Ohio,  Pete 
Neuman  from  Long  Beach,  New  York, 
and  Joe  Horn  from  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  are  the  starting  yearlings,  and 
all  have  been  outstanding  in  the  first 
three  games.  Jacobs  scored  25  points 
in  the  Yeomen’s  opening  79-67  vic- 
tory over  Allegheny,  and  24  in  the 
75-55  win  over  Fenn  in  the  first 
home  game.

The  Key  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa

Even  in  an  academic  community,  an  amazing  amount  of 
ingenuity  goes  into  a search  for  short-cuts  to  wisdom. 
There  is,  for  instance,  the  method  of  elimination,  which 
tries  to  abolish  an  argument  by  attacking  the  motives  or 
the  manner  of  its  maker.  A generation  ago,  a popular 
form  of  this  method  was  what  has  been  called  the  "Aha!’’ 
school  of  propaganda  analysis:  if  X discovered  that  Y was 
trying  to  convince  him  of  something,  he  said,  "Aha!  propa- 
ganda,” and  was  thereby  absolved  from  any  obligation  to 
examine  the  evidence.  More  subtle  variants  of  the  method 
of  elimination  are  by  no  means  obsolete:  for  instance,  that 
which  uses  the  concepts  and  techniques  of  one  field  of 
thought  in  an  attempt  to  explain  away  the  concepts  and 
techniques  of  another,  in  the  happy  faith  that  all  problems 
will  disappear  if  ideas  can  be  recognized  as  historically 
conditioned,  or  as  economically  determined,  or  as  part  of  a 
culture-pattern,  or  if  thought  itself  can  be  diagnosed  as  a 
substitute  for  mother-love.  Another  very  popular  short- 
cut is  the  method  of  geometrical  bisection,  resting  on  the 
hypothesis  that  truth  always  lies  half-way  between  two  ex- 
tremes. It  may  take  considerable  effort  to  locate  the  two 
extremes;  after  that  it’s  easy.  Easier  still  is  the  more  so- 
phisticated variant  that  assumes  that  truth  is  always  equit- 
ably distributed  around  all  the  extremes  at  once,  depending 
on  the  point  of  view.  Finally,  there  is  the  method  of  di- 
rect intuition,  typically  introduced  by  the  statement,  "I 
feel  . . .”  This  method  seems  to  be  most  satisfying  to  its 
practitioners  when  applied  to  questions  particularly  remote 
from  their  own  experience. 

In  answer  to  all  this  obfuscation,  Phi  Beta  Kappa  asserts 
and  reasserts,  in  its  choice  of  those  whom  it  delights  to 


honor,  that  the  way  of  wisdom  is  a hard  way,  but  yet  a 
way  worth  taking.  And  the  significance  of  its  gesture  is 
widely  and  clearly  understood.  For  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  not 
a secret  society;  it  courts,  and  gets,  publicity.  And  the 
world  in  general,  one  must  observe,  whether  it  admires 
Phi  Betes  or  despises  them,  has  a very  accurate  notion  of 
what  a Phi  Bete  is.  He  is  a brain,  and  a grind.  He  is 
moreover,  a person  who  is  proud  to  be  recognized  as  a 
brain  and  a grind,  because  he  thinks  that  those  are  good 
things  to  be. 


THE  RITUAL  GESTURE  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  has  one 
other  meaning.  It  asserts  that  the  love  of  wisdom  is  a 
fellowship.  It  is  a fellowship  across  the  generations,  and 
across  geographical  boundaries,  and  across  those  much 
more  stubborn  boundaries  of  concept  and  method  that 
mark  out  the  separate  fields  of  scholarship.  I began  by 
saying  that  the  love  of  wisdom  continually  issues  in  dis- 
pute This  is  inevitable:  the  territory  of  wisdom  is  so  vast, 
and  still  so  little  charted,  and  each  of  us  is  at  home  in  so 
small  a part  of  it.  And  it  is  even  desirable:  for  dispute 
can  be  one  of  the  methods  by  which  thought  is  enlarged 
and  refined.  But  at  least  once  a year  there  should  be  a 
time  to  remember  that  the  disputes  that  divide  us  o not 
cut  quite  so  deep  as  the  conviction  that  unites  us;  tor  the 
disputes  of  those  who  love  wisdom  are  ground ec  on  a 
common  premise,  that  wisdom  is  a stern  and  love  y t ung.

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THORNTON  WILDER  IN  OBERLIN 

A Few  Memories

T FIRST  saw  Thornton  Wilder  in 
L the  fall  of  1915;  I was  a senior 
in  Oberlin  College,  and  he  was  a 
newly-arrived  freshman.  We  were  re- 
hearsing Bernard  Shaw’s  "Candida,” 
and  he  came  around  to  tire  rehearsals. 
So  we  met.  What  a fantastic  fresh- 
man he  was.  He  spoke  in  an  excited 
and  exotic  manner,  highly  punctuated 
with  epigrams.  Everything  about  him 
— appearance,  dress,  speech,  and  man- 
ner — was  precise,  even  precious. 
One  might  have  imagined  him  a 
porcelain  figurine  of  a witty  French 
abbe  of  the  Enlightenment  come  to 
life.  There  was  something  of  the 
"gamin,”  the  mischievous  boy,  about 
him,  too.  And  no  one  could  have 
guessed  his  age,  for,  if  he  was  not  old 
in  appearance,  certainly  neither  was 
he  exactly  youthful  looking.  As  I 
think  back  on  these  first  impressions, 
I am  reminded  of  Wilde’s  comment 
on  Max  Beerbohm,  "Max  was  born 
with  the  gift  of  eternal  old  age!” 
Thornton  soon  became  a leading 
light  at  a circle  of  students  that  used 
to  gather  on  Sunday  afternoons  at  the 
Martins.  Professor  Martin  was  one 
of  the  most  brilliant  men  on  the  col-

It  was  all  about  an 
artist  at  an  exhibition  of  his  own 
paintings.  Thornton  played,  in  turn, 
all  the  roles.  The  artist  was  hearing 
his  work  discussed  by  the  visitors, 
most  of  whom,  as  I recall,  made  the 
most  hilariously  moronic  remarks, 
though  the  height  of  silliness  was 
reached  by  an  art  critic  from  the  press. 
Thornton’s  interest  in  the  theater  led 
him  to  join  forces  with  a small  num- 
ber of  Oberlin  students  who  had  lately 
founded  the  Oberlin  Dramatic  Asso- 
ciation, which  is  still  a lively  organiza- 
tion that  will  soon  celebrate  its  half- 
century  of  achievement. 

Thornton  was  always,  In  these  his 
"salad  days,”  in  touch  with  the  "dernier 
cri”  in  European  letters.  I remember 
his  enthusiasm  for  the  writings  of  the

Irish  aesthete  and  novelist,  George 
Moore.  In  1915,  any  freshman  in  the 
Middle  West  who  knew  all  about 
George  Moore,  was  very  "avant-garde1' 
in  his  literary  tastes.  We  seniors,  who 
fancied  ourselves  intellectuals,  con- 
sidered it  very  advanced  if,  in  those 
days,  we  knew  Tolstoi!  Thornton 
was,  rightly,  deeply  impressed  with 
the  teaching  of  Professor  Wager,  un 
doubtedly  one  of  the  greatest  teach- 
ers of  literature,  at  the  time,  in  the 
whole  country.  And  he  has  always 
regarded  Professor  Wager  as  one  of 
the  most  influential  figures  in  his 
early  life. 

In  1917,  at  the  end  of  his  sopho- 
more year,  Thornton  took  off  for  Yale 
to  finish  his  education,*  a pattern  also 
followed  by  another  meteoric  Oberlin 
student  of  the  same  academe  genera- 
tion, Robert  Maynard  Hutchins. 
Thornton  Wilder  returned  to  Oberlin 
in  1953  to  deliver  the  Commencement 
address  and  to  receive  an  honorary 
degree. 

*In  a recent  letter  Thornton  writes,  "I  be- 
came completely  devoted  to  Oberlin,  and 
deeply  resented  my  father's  moving  me  to 
the  East.”

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The  location  of  the  new  King  Building 
has  led  to 

DELIBERATION  UNLIMITED 


OVER  THIRTY  years  ago  Presi- 
dent Henry  Churchill  King  con- 
sidered that  a new  recitation  hah  was 
the  most  imperative  of  the  "pressing 
building  needs”  then  facing  Oberlin 
College.  In  1927  this  problem  ap- 
peared temporarily  solved  when  Ed- 
ward C.  Westervelt  gave  the  College, 
the  old,  abandoned  high  school  build- 
ing. But  over  the  succeeding  years 
Westervelt  Hall  has  proved  increas- 
ingly inadequate  owing  to  discourag- 
ing problems  of  maintenance  and  re- 
pair, its  poor  facilities  for  faculty 
offices,  its  distance  from  the  campus, 
and  its  shabby,  uninviting  appear- 
ance. When  the  ten-year  Develop- 
ment Program  for  Oberlin  College  was 
initiated  on  July  1,  1953,  it  seemed 
singularly  fitting  for  die  first  of  its 
eight  objectives  to  be  a Henry 
Churchill  King  Memorial  Building  for 
Humanities  and  Social  Sciences. 

The  initial  step  was  the  raising  of 
§1,500,000  to  build  die  King  Me- 
morial Building  and  to  continue  the 
Alumni  Fund.  That  goal  has  now  been 
achieved.  As  of  November  30,  1956, 
71  per  cent  of  the  more  than  7,500 
subscribers  to  the  Development  Fund 
had  paid  their  pledges  in  full  and 
82  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  sub- 
scribed was  in  hand.  Thanks  to  a 
special  subscription  of  $31,000  by  the 
Trustees  of  die  College  on  November 
10,  the  challenge  gift  of  $75,000  off- 
ered by  the  Kresge  Foundation  of  De- 
troit has  been  met.  This  challenge 
was  effective  only  if  the  King  Build- 
ing objective  was  realized  by  Decem- 
ber 31,  1956.  In  the  New  King 
Building  a plaque  will  be  placed  list- 
ing the  names  of  almost  3,000  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College  who  pur- 
chased shares  in  the  project.  The  in- 
scription on  the  plaque  will  read:  "In 
grateful  memory  of  Henry  Churchill 
King,  whose  confident  faith  in  die 
education  of  the  whole  man  continues 
to  inform  and  inspire  the  men  and 
women  of  Oberlin,  commemorative 
shares  have  been  given  during  the 
Oberlin  College  Development  Pro- 
gram of  1953-1955  by  or  in  the  name 
of  those  who  are  listed  below.” 


President  Stevenson  has  expressed 
hope  that  ground  will  be  broken  not 
later  than  Commencement,  1957. 
When  completed,  the  King  Building 
will  probably  provide  faculty  offices 
and  needed  classrooms  for  the  Depart- 
ments of  Classics,  Economics,  English, 
French,  German  and  Russian,  Govern- 
ment, History,  Philosophy,  Religion, 
Sociology,  Spanish,  and  Speech. 

During  the  present  planning  stage 
two  sites  are  being  carefully  studied 
as  possible  locations.  One  position  is 
south  of  Wilder  Hall  facing  east,  to 
provide  the  western  end  of  a campus 
axis  widi  Hall  Auditorium.  Place- 
ment of  the  King  Building  on  this 
site  would  further  die  concept  of  an 
inner  quadrangle  which  many  think 
desirable.  It  would  also  be  in  accord 
with  those  who  feel  diar  since  the 
structure  is  a memorial  to  Henry 
Churchill  King  it  should  be  an  auton- 
omous building,  a complete  entity. 
The  construction  of  Dascomb  Dormi- 
tory and  dining  hall,  where  most  stu- 
dents eat  breakfast,  and  the  removal 
of  the  former  heating  plant  has  opened 
up  an  "inner  campus.”  Locating  the 
King  Building  on  the  west  boundary 
of  the  "inner  campus”  would  eliminate 
street  crossings  and  would  provide  an 
easy  flow  of  student  traffic  to  and 
from  eight  major  buildings:  the  new 
dining  hall,  the  Conservatory  (Rice 
and  Warner  Halls),  Peters,  Finney 
Chapel,  Wilder  Hall  ( formerly  the 
Men’s  Building,  which  is  to  be  con- 
verted into  a Student  Union),  Warner 
Gymnasium  for  Men,  and  the  King 
Building.  A new  and  spacious  park- 
ing lot  has  already  been  constructed 
behind  die  Service  Building,  only  a 
step  from  this  proposed  location, 
which  presents  anodier  consideration 
for  an  "inner  campus"  location.  The 
additional  fact  that  classes  in  the  hu- 
manities and  social  sciences  will  still 
be  conducted  in  Peters  Hall  following 
the  completion  of  the  King  Build- 
ing would  appear  to  suggest  the  ad- 
visability of  locating  the  two  build- 
ings in  close  proximity.

The  second  site  for  consideration 
is  just  north  of  the  Carnegie  Library 
on  North  Professor  Street.  This  loca- 
tion would  afford  opportunities  to 
bring  books,  teachers,  and  students  to- 
gether in  what  many  regard  as  a 
logical  and  meaningful  relationship. 
Study  is  being  made  of  the  construc- 
tional economies  that  might  be  real- 
ized through  a modernization  of  the 
Library  and  the  use  of  a common  air 
conditioning  system  for  both  build- 
ings. A passenger  elevator  shared  by 
both  buildings  could  also  be  included 
in  the  connecting  link  between  the 
two  buildings. 

The  needs  of  die  Library  are  being 
given  thorough  evaluation  to  preclude 
any  possibility  of  putting  the  King 
Building  on  land  that  might  be  needed 
for  the  Library’s  possible  future  ex- 
pansion. Fortunately,  Oberlin  has 
distinguished  alumni  in  the  field  of 
library  work  like  Keyes  D.  Metcalf, 
’ll,  and  Ralph  E.  Ellsworth,  ’29,  who 
will  be  available  for  professional  con- 
sultation. Should  the  King  Building 
be  constructed  north  of  the  Library,  a 
sub-level  floor  in  the  King  Building 
might  take  care  of  the  Library's  ex- 
pansion for  the  next  fifteen  years. 
Additional  room  would  be  available 
through  raising  the  two  story  height 
of  a part  of  the  library  to  four 
stories.  If  an  anaylsis  of  all  factors 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  in  Ober- 
lin’s  best  interest  the  King  Building 
should  be  located  north  of  the  Library, 
all  renovations  and  the  modernization 
of  the  Library  could  be  paid  for  by  a 
designated  bequest,  and,  with  the 
donor’s  permission  by  several  large  in- 
dividual gifts  to  the  Development 
Program. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Col- 
lege has  authorized  its  Building  Com- 
mittee to  have  alternative  plans  drawn 
which  will  show  designs  and  estimates 
of  costs  for  the  King  Building  on  both 
locations.  The  final  decision  on  the 
placement  of  the  building  will  be 
made  on  the  basis  of  these  projections 
and  considerations.

Career  Conference

ON  NOVEMBER  28,  29,  and  30  the  eleventh  biennial 
Women's  Career  Conference  was  held  at  Oberlin. 
Some  fifty  Consultants,  representing  a wide  range  of  career 
areas,  were  present  to  discuss  their  fields.  Last  spring  the 
career  conference  committee  took  an  opinion  poll  to  de- 
termine in  what  areas  the  women  at  Oberlin  would  be 
most  interested  in  terms  of  career  possibilities.  The  re- 
sults of  this  poll  placed  all  kinds  of  education  as  the  most 
predominant  interest.  Following  this  were  the  humanities, 
the  natural  sciences,  music,  and  the  social  sciences.  On  the 
basis  of  preferences  indicated  by  the  poll  specific  fields 
were  represented  in  these  areas,  as  well  as  in  business,  re- 
ligion, government,  and  languages. 

Alice  Kroc,  '57,  conference  chairman  and  daughter  of 
an  Oberlin  alumnus,  Dr.  Robert  L.  Kroc,  ’29,  sent  a list  of 
questions  representative  of  those  asked  by  Oberlin  students 
about  career  selection  to  each  consultant.  Some  of  the 
questions  were:  What  is  a typical  work  day?  What  are 
the  particular  branches  of  this  field?  What  undergradu- 


ate and  graduate  preparation  is  needed?  What  is  the  sal- 
ary? What  previous  experience  ( for  example,  summer 
jobs  or  travel  abroad)  would  contribute  to  a job  in  this 
field?  What  kind  of  person  would  be  best  suited  to  the 
job?  With  these  questions  as  the  basis  of  their  talks  the 
comments  of  the  consultants  seemed  especially  pertinent  to 
the  Oberlin  students  participating  in  the  conference. 

Almost  every  consultant  stressed  the  value  of  a liberal 
arts  education  as  a background  for  her  particular  field.  All 
fields  represented  seemed  to  need  college  graduates,  and  in 
many  of  the  fields  it  appeared  that  numerous  jobs  of  a 
wide  variety  were  open  to  the  graduating  senior.  Miss 
Minnie  Lynn,  ’28,  Director,  Health,  Physical  Education, 
Recreation,  and  Teacher  Education,  Department  of  Physi- 
cal Education,  University  of  Pittsburgh,  commented  that 
this  year,  in  physical  education,  there  would  be  twenty  job 
openings  for  every  one  graduate  in  the  field. 

In  addition  to  careers  traditionally  pursued  by  women, 
many  new  fields  of  interest  seemed  to  be  opening  to  them. 
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Students  and  Consultants  get  together  for  informal  discussions  at  the  dinner

The  fact  that  the  natural  sciences  were  placed  third  as  a 
major  career  interest  by  Oberlin  women  was  indicative  of 
this  trend.  Miss  Miriam  Strong,  ’31,  City  Planner,  Cleve- 
land City  Planning  Commission,  encouraged  Oberlin  wom- 
en to  explore  careers  like  her  own  which  until  recently 
have  been  held  exclusively  by  men. 

A SPECIAL  effort  was  made  to  bring  back  to  the  cam- 
pus recent  Oberlin  graduates  so  that  students  might 
know  their  reactions  to  their  first  job,  how  they  chose  their 
first  job,  and  so  on.  Miss  Shirley  Seaman,  '54,  Student, 
School  of  Applied  Social  Sciences,  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity, Cleveland,  remembered  the  excellent  assistance  of 
Miss  Dorothy  Smith,  '29,  and  the  Bureau  of  Appointments

in  her  own  choice  of  a career.  She  expressed  the  feeling 
that  a job  can  be  the  acid  test  of  one's  interests,  make  one 
realize  what  he  has  to  offer,  what  his  place  is  in  the  world. 
Miss  Ril  Handrick,  '56,  Junior  Executive  Trainee,  The  Hig- 
bee  Company,  Cleveland,  related  that  she  found  her  job 
through  the  Men’s  Career  Conference  held  at  Oberlin  last 
year.  She  confessed  that  it  was  the  only  career  conference 
session  that  she  had  ever  attended. 

The  consultants  seemed  to  enjoy  their  stay  in  Oberlin. 
Many  attended  sessions  other  than  their  own,  visited  places 
of  interest,  and  met  many  Oberlin  students.  They  com- 
mented on  the  value  that  the  career  conference  had  for 
them  in  gaining  new  perspectives  as  they  evaluated  their 
work  in  terms  of  the  eager  and  penetrating  questions

fying to  return  to  the  campus  at  a "normal  time  of  year” 
when  she  could  associate  with  students  in  their  regular  rou- 
tine. Dr.  Harold  Seashore,  Vice  President  and  Director  of 
Test  Division,  Psychological  Corporation,  New  York,  the 
only  man  to  participate  in  the  conference,  made  a com- 
ment appropriate  for  an  Oberlin  parent  (his  daughter, 
Anne  Seashore,  '58,  is  an  Oberlin  student):  "This  career 
conference  gave  me  a chance  to  see  Oberlin  when  people 
weren't  pulling  in  or  pulling  out."  Mrs.  Herbert  Mooney, 
Student  Co-ordinator  of  the  School  of  Music,  Ohio  State 
University,  consultant  on  music  education,  also  has  a 
daughter,  Eleanor,  ’58,  on  campus. 

In  commenting  on  the  conference  Mrs.  Frances  Seaman, 
’25,  assistant  dean  of  women,  felt  that  it  was  helpful  for 
Oberlin  students  to  realize  what  varied  backgrounds  re- 
sulted in  the  present  careers  of  many  of  the  consultants, 
since  many  students  feel  that  they  are  irrevocably  commit- 
ting themselves  when  they  choose  their  major  or  their  first 
job.  Many  of  the  consultants  revealed  that  they  had  pur- 
sued a variety  of  interests,  had  constantly  been  finding  and 
developing  new  ones,  and,  by  what  seemed  illogical  yet 
enriching  ways,  had  reached  their  present  careers. 

AN  INNOVATION  in  Women’s  Career  Conferences 
was  the  personal  interview  with  consultants.  Inter- 
views were  held  on  the  morning  following  the  consultant's 
discussion  group  meeting.  In  addition  to  giving  students 
the  opportunity  to  ask  personal  questions  about  a particu- 
lar field,  this  system  kept  the  consultants  on  campus  for  a 
longer  time,  gave  them  an  opportunity  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  Oberlin,  gave  Oberlin  students  opportu- 
nity to  become  acquainted  with  them.  Lynn  Carleton,  ’57, 
feeling  very  unsure  about  her  plans  for  next  year,  had  an 
interview  with  Mrs.  Robert  B.  Black,  International  Affairs 
Officer,  Department  of  State,  Washington,  D.  C.  When 
Mrs.  Black  learned  that  Lynn,  who  has  lived  in  Syria 
(where  her  father  taught  in  an  American  school)  has 
traveled  widely  in  the  Near  East  and  has  language  quali- 
fication in  Arabic,  she  became  excited  about  job  possibili- 
ties for  Lynn  and  made  arrangements  for  an  interview  in 
Washington  over  Christmas  vacation.

STEINER  — Edward  A.  Steiner,  well-known 
author  and  lecturer,  died  June  30  at  his  home  in 
Claremont,  California.  He  was  89  years  old. 


Born  in  Vienna,  Austria,  November  1,  1866, 
Dr.  Steiner  came  to  this  country  in  his  teens. 
Arriving  penniless  at  Ellis  Island  he  resolved  to 
help  future  foreigners  coming  to  America,  and 
his  subsequent  writings  about  conditions  at  Ellis 
Island  and  other  immigrant  centers  brought 
about  reforms  that  earned  him  recognition  as  an 
authority  on  immigration  problems.  He  was 
awarded  a Ph.D.  from  Heidelberg  University  in 
1885.  Before  entering  the  Oberlin  Seminary  in 
1889  be  had  worked  as  a tailor’s  apprentice,  a 
farmhand,  a laborer,  and  a miner.  In  1890-1891 
he  taught  German  in  the  Oberlin  Academy  and 
received  his  D.B.  in  1891.  He  then  married  Sara 
W.  Levy  and  for  the  next  several  years  served 
as  Congregational  minister  in  St.  Cloud  and  St. 
Paul.  Minnesota,  and  in  Springfield  and  San- 
dusky, Ohio. 

From  1903  until  his  retirement  in  1941  Dr. 
Steiner  was  Professor  of  Applied  Christianity  at 
Grinnell  College,  Grinnell,  Iowa.  In  1954  he 
moved  to  Claremont,  California,  retaining  his 
status  as  Professor  emeritus  at  Grinnell. 

A prolific  writer  his  books  include  The  Immi- 
grant Tide,  The  Making  of  a Great  Race,  From 
Alien  to  Citizen,  and  a biography,  Tolstoy,  The 
Man. 

His  survivors  include  his  wife;  a son.  Dr. 
Richard  M.  Steiner,  pastor  of  the  First  Unitarian 
church  at  Portland,  Oregon;  a daughter.  Mrs. 
Clyde  B.  Highlshoe  of  Ottumwa,  Iowa;  and  four 
grandchildren.

announce  the  inauguration  of  the 
1957  Alumni  Fund  in  our  usual  sly, 
subtle,  triphammer  sort  of  way,  and 
point  out  two  important  features  of 
the  forthcoming  campaign. 

The  first  innovation  we  have  al- 
ready suggested  by  indirection.  In 
previous  years,  the  Alumni  Fund  has 
always  had  a specific  objective.  In 
the  last  five  years,  the  Fund  raised 
money  just  for  scholarships,  over 
$250,000  in  all.  This  year,  however, 
the  Alumni  Fund  Committee  and  the 
Alumni  Board  approved  the  idea  of 
promoting  Oberlin  College  as  a Fund 
objective.  The  money  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  College  for  use  during  the 
year  in  the  areas  in  which  the  College 
most  needs  financial  assistance.  Some 
of  these  areas  we  listed  above  bur 
other  needs  confront  the  College  sud- 
denly and  without  warning. 

The  second  innovation  will  affect 
only  a small  minority  of  alumni.  In 
eight  cities,  the  Alumni  Fund  Com- 
mittee has  asked  a few  local  alumni  to 
call  on  a few  neighboring  alumni  to 
remind  them  of  the  Fund  campaign 
and,  if  necessary,  explain  the  College's 
financial  needs.  An  informal  pro- 
gram, aptly  dubbed  "personalized  so- 
licitation,” it  aims  to  encourage  those 
who  have  the  means  to  give  generous- 
ly, and  annually,  to  Oberlin  through 
the  Alumni  Fund.

He 
felt  strongly  that  if  elementary  instruction  was 
to  mean  more  than  merely  “talking  about”  rocks 
and  minerals,  actual  specimens  had  to  be  put 
into  the  children’s  hands. 

During  World  War  IT  he  taught  for  a short 
time  at  the  University  of  Toledo  and  worked  in 
the  Personnel  Department  of  the  Erie  Ordnance 
Depot.  He  was  a member  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Bowling  Green,  a Trustee  of 
the  Ohio  Retired  Teachers’  Association,  Inc., 
and  an  organizer  of  the  Toledo  Naturalists’  Asso- 
ciation. His  nature  column  appeared  in  the 
Toledo  Blade.  Oberlin  memories  were  always 
fresh  in  his  mind,  and  he  kept  in  touch  with 
many  of  his  classmates  over  the  years.  Wil- 
liam and  his  wife  returned  to  the  Oberlin  cam- 
pus in  1948.  the  year  of  his  fiftieth  class  reunion.
